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REMARKS 



Claims 18-41 are pending. Claims 18-41 stand rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) 
and Applicant cancels claims 20 and 25-41. Applicant appreciates the interview and the 
agreement that the addition of the following limitations overcome the rejections of the 
claims based upon the cited references: 

"...determining ports of the multiple links to transmit the data transmission 
between the origin to the destination..." and "...determining an activity assignment for 
the ports of the multiple links based upon forwarding logic, wherein determining the 
activity assignment comprises determining the data frequency, traffic type, and medium 
type for the data transmission. . . ." 

Based upon these amendments. Applicant respectfully requests that the 
application advance toward issuance.
